His motion received no second, how­ 
ever, arid the m atter was passed over 
There seems to be a sentiment among 
the aldermen to let 
m atters drift 
along, now that cold weather is at 
hand; and permit the hogs to remain 
in the city until killed, and then see 
to it that hereafter none shall be 
kept. In view of the fact that m at­ 
ters have been allowed to go as far 
as they have, perhaps this is the best 
way out of the dilemma. It seems to 
be a settled fact, however, that there 
is trouble in store for the man who 
tries to keep hogs next year.

A petition by citizens for a bridge 
on Nth and Cherry was read and re­ 
ferred to the street committee.

Los Angeles this morning. The dyna­ 
mite was found after the watchm an 
engaged in a revolver battle with two 
men who escaped. 
It was discovered at 2 o’clock Mon­ 
day morning. The president’s train 
passed over the bridge at 5:51 o’clock 
The night watchman saw two men on 
the bridge shortly before 2 o’clock. 
They were at the opposite end of the 
1,000-foot span and ran when order­ 
ed to halt. The 
watchman 
hurried 
across the bridge firing several shots 
which were returned. 
After the pair 
had 
escaped 
the 
watchman returned to the bridge and 
began a n 'investigation. Near the cen­ 
ter of the span, lodged on one of the 
supports of the viaduct, he found the 
thirty-six Sticks of dynamite with a 
ten-foot fuse attached to one stick.

K A ISING WATERMELON 
SEKO FOK PROFIT 
Carden 
City, 
Ran.-O n e 
of 
the 
most profitable industries of western 
Kansas is the harvesting of water­ 
melon seed. In the five rail roadless 
counties in the southwest corner of 
the state many settlers are getting 
rich from this business. Watermelon 
seed is sold to the big seed houses 
on contract and to patent medicine 
venders, who use them in the prep 
aration of kidney remedies. 
Fifty and sixty miles to the south 
of Garden City, many miles from a 
railroad, scores of farmers are now 
harvesting the crop of watermelon 
seed. They thresh watermelons out 
there just about as they would thresh 
wheat, except in a different kind of 
machine. 
They save the seed and 
sell it at IO cents 
a 
pound. 
The 
profit ranges from $10 to $40 an acre 
This is on land that sells around $7 
an acre. 
One farmer in Morton, which is in 
the extreme southwest corner of Kan­ 
sas, is harvesting the seed from 260 
acres planted to watermelons. He is 
threshing them 
and 
putting 
them 
through the process necessary to get 
the money out of them. Tile fanners 
in that region do not sell the mel­ 
ons, because they are too far from a 
ralroad and market. They 
say 
the 
seed in a big melon is worth more 
than the melon itself, even if they had 
a market for it. 
The watermelon seed threshing ma­ 
chine has a big hopper at the top 
like an old fashioned ash hopper. It 
is set up in the corner of a field and 
half a dozen wagons are sent out 
to gather up the melons. 
They are 
thrown into wagons just any way. It 
makes no difference. They all have 
to be broken and smashed before the 
seed is harvested. 
At the threshing machine the par­ 
ticles of melons are thrown into the 
cylinder, 
or 
whatever 
it 
is 
that 
crushes them, with 
scoop 
shovels. 
The rind is separated from the pulp 
the juice and the seed. A big hole is 
dug under the machine and the juice, 
pulp and seed fall in that. The white 
and light worthless seeds rise to the 
top and are skimmed off. The pulp 
disintegrates 
and 
sinks 
into 
the 
ground with the juice. Then the seeds 
are spread out upon the ground or
